MORE BANKS NEEDED. 


New Hampshire Commissioners Sug- 


gest Plan. 


Tho fifty-seventh' annual report of 


the state hoard of bank commission- 
ers iihows that it has under its super- 
vision seventy-seven savings banks', 
thirteen banking and trust companies 
and seventeen building and loan asso- 
ciations. 


The savings banksi in active opera- 


tion show an aggregate of resources 
of $70,725,954, an inrcease 
over the 


previous year of $3.879,262. The de- 
positors number 147,928, an increase 
of 5438, and the amount due them is 
$60,249,862, an, increase of $3,171,429. 


The surplus 
and 
guaranty fund 


amount,_to $10,476,092, an increase of 
$707,833. There has been) declared an 
aggregate interest 
dividend during 


the year of $1,785,321, an average of 
3 1-3 per cent. 


There are now in process of liqui- 


dation eighteen banks amcV trust com- 
panies, which is a decrease of thir- 
teen during the year. 


The commissioners report a need 


for new banlcs, which they think imay 
be met in part through the establish- 
ment of agencies by large city banks 
in neighboring towns.

How One Woman H«l»«-» m Flock of

and brooders do away wilh much of 
the former drudgery, says Mrs. S. B. 
Titteriugiwii of Hix-hester, 111., in lie- 
liable Poultry Jourual. Ii is a wonder 
to me that White Holland Turkeys are 
not mure generally raised, not only on 
account of Their beamy, but also be- 
cause of their gentleness. They auv liOl 
disposed to roam like the larger breeds 


' and are eassily controlled. 1 havevufieii

; Her than is usual iu this latitude. The 


first poults were hatched April 24, oth- 


1 er hatches following iu quick succes- 


sion after that date. These early poults 


, did remarkably well, very few. indeed, 
; dyiag. Talking with a neighbor who 


had raised White Holland turkeys suc- 
cessfully for a number of years and 
telling her of my promising flock, she 
remarked in an icy and disapproving 
way, "I don't care to have my young 
turkeys hatched before the middle of 
May.'' A chill fell over my enthusiasm, 
aud I went home wondering if, after 
all, my hopes were destined to bligh't. 
But those extra cnrly poults were the 
pride of my flock, ready to show at the 
state fair, well up toward standard 
weight in the month of September. 


My luck kept up through April and 


May. Then, alas, the record changed. 
Even those hatched in June showed a 
most discouraging indisposition to live, 
while all after that, save one lonely 
little poult, gave up the ghost with a 
most painful regularity after living ten 
days or two weeks. The weather was 
doubtless responsible for this sad state 
of affairs. My turkeys that laid early 
were ready to raise second broods in 
midsummer, and if the usual dry con- 
ditions at that season had prevailed I 
believe they would have done fairly 
weil. but the frequent and drenching 
rains were fatal to their tender infan- 
tile constitutions. 
f 


I think I have made an important 


discovery in regard to feeding little 
poults. It may be familiar to others, 
but it dawned upon me as something 
quite new. Grit in abundance is al- 
ways recommended, but I have found 
that they" do best when it forms fully 
half the ration. Quite a latitude in 
feeding is possible when this point is 
guarded. I'O" fine grit I do not mean 
sand or even tbe dust many dealer? 
sell which sifts from the course tnica 
crystal grit. Genuine sharp particles 
are needed for the tiny gizzards, small 
enough for them to manage, but not 
denuded of the keen edge. 


A year ago my flock of little poults 


was so large I had to find something 
besides eggs, curd and breadcrumbs to 
feed them. Following the example of 
a neighbor who raised turkeys galore, i 
ventured to leave the curd quite moist 
and added fine raw corn meal to make 
it crumbly. Of course the grit was 
never omitted. According to all the 
authorities, my little birds should have 
promptly turned up their toes as a re- 
sult of the raw corumeal. Ou the con- 
trary, they grow and thrived wonder- 
fully. This year, having nearly double 
the number of poults, I tried the same 
thing again, with the same success. I 
believe the grit is a saving factor. 


Today as I write the pastures and 


orchards are white with big snowy 
turkeys and their companions on the 
farm, tho beautiful White Rocks. I 
believe the conditions of the measure 
of success I have achieved this year 
have been threefold—first, early hatch- i 
es; second, turkey mothers to rear the 
poults; third, plenty of grit. Wi h a. 
different season I think I should have 
had double the birds to show for my 
work, but I am satisfied and fool that, 
there has been something of a triumph 
over diliiculties.

wherever the growing of alfalfa is at- 
tempted. Its points are all practical. 
Here are a few spcvimeuM 


The- young alfalfa pluut is one of 


the Weakest plants grown on Kansas 
farms. 
It grows j-lowly. is a weak 


feeder and is easily checktd vr UillcJ 
by weeds and by unfavorable condi- 
tions of soil, weather or treatment. 
Mature alfalfa is a 
most vigorous 


plant. It grows down deeply in tbe 
soil, is a vigorous feeder aud lives -uul 
yields well under many u!ifu\orab!e 
conditions. For this reason it will pay 
well to give the baby allalfa plant 
good care and fjivorable surroundings 
for the nrst year of its life. 


Moisture is an absolute necessity to 


the growth of the young plant, and it 
should be held in the most favorable 
condition for plant growth. Laud for 
alfalfa should be in the best of tilth 
and carry a full supply of moisture. 
without being soaked. 
Loose soils 


should be packed both before seeding 
and during the life of the plant, while 
hard soils should be made mellow. 
Do 'not seed land to alfalfa until this 
condition is secured, if it takes two or 
three years to get it. 


A Good. Seed Bed All Important. 
A good seed bed almost insures a 


good stand of alfalfa. 
As alfalfa is 


a costly crop to seed, and it is ex- 
pected to furnish good crops for ten 
or more years after seeding, it is profit- 
able to spend much labor ou the seed 
bed and get it just right. Tho land 
for alfalfa should be thoroughly fined 
on the surface to a depth of three or 
four inches. Below this the soil should 
be mellow, but compact, in such a con- 
dition as to hold moisture and to bring 
up the greatest amount of moisture 
from below. 


After alfalfa reaches maturity it 


can secure abundant food from tough, 
hard soils. Mature alfalfa adds nitro- 
gen to the soil ia large quantities, but 
the young alfalfa plant must be sup- 
plied with nitrogen iu an easily availa- 
ble form or it will not thrive and will 
often perish. In Kansas this supply 
of nitrogen is secured cheaply in two 
ways— by a short fallow and by grow- 
ing some legume, such as soy beans. 
Canada field peas or cowpeas on the 
laud before it is fitted for alfalfa. 


Lund SInst Be Well Drained. 


Alfalfa will not gro-w -svitb wet feet. 


It grows best where permanent water 
is fifteen or more feet below the sur- 
face. With thoroughl3T drained soils it 
sometimes thrives where the ground 
water is only six to ten feet below the 
surface, but not often. On hundreds of 
farms in Kansas alfalfa is a paying 
crop with the permanent water 30 to 
ISO fixt below the surface. 


To insure a good stand of alfalfa the 


land must be free from weeds and 
weed seeds at the time of seeding. Tbe 
weak, young alfalfa plant is more eas- 
ily killed by weeds than any othei 
farm plant.

sauce made from Jonathan, Grimes. 
"Winosap and its seedlings, Esopus and 
some others, is not to bo compared to 
that made from "old Ben." Iu Wash- 
ington and Oregon about two years 
ago there was a general complaint of 
an excess of Ben Davis apples. Buyers 
did not want thorn unless there were a 
lot of .Jonathan, Rome Beauty or some 
other good variety to go with them. 
Big fruit dealers in the west have 
taken action of tbo same kind this fall. 
In St. Louis the price of Ben Davis is 
not far from half lower than any other 
variety. There is a general outcry 
against it by these men because the 
small dealers and consumers have be- 
come disgusted with its poor quality. 
Planters have urged to change to some 
better variety, and 1 agree with this 
idea.-—!!. K. Van Demau in American 
Agriculturist.

Tb«l Account For the f«U- 


ur<-« of Some I'oultry Farmer*. 


In looking over the average ix»nltrjr 


house hi winter ihc mof-t common de- 
fects arc damp floors. uj>on which the 
fowls .stand and mu]>e and somctimee 
contract rheumathou; broken windows, 
letting cold in uj»on ihc fowls in day- 
time, which cheek laying and ar<- com- 
mon causes of roup; droppings left for 
weeks to btsii* up uudi-r th»- rooMs.. lack 
of a supply of water, obliging the Lent; 
to eat snow; lack of plenty of good 
sharp grit, which alone, is a sufficient 
cause of failure: lack of fri-sh meat 
and cut bone, which should l>e fed 
twice a week: owrfecdin?:. overcrowd- 
ing :uid furnishing no inducement to 
scratch for a living. These are. the 
most common ajid important mistakes. 
aud those who wonder why their hens 
do not lay will do well to j:o over the 
list. See that your poultry house is 
tfehr. so that on cold, wintry nights the 
fowls will not suffer any more than 
cannot be helped. I>o not crowd the 
fowls. During the long winter months, 
when they cannot exercise out of doors, 
fowls will need at least seven or eight 
feet sQuare per fowl. Scatter some hay 
about and throw the grain into it. This 
will cause the hens to exercise and will 
be what they need, and the eggs will 
hatch better in the spring. Avoid feed- 
Ing stimulants to fowls which you are 
going to breed from and do not give 
them any more food than they will eat 
up clean. That which is left will be- 
come tilthy. Furnish pure, fresh water. 
You may think snow will answer, but 
it is not good for poultry- Warm the 
water a little on cold days and put a 
teaspoonful of red pepper in It. Fowls 
are always thirsty, and a great deal of 
roup is brought on by allowing them to 
drink impure water. Kindness to poul- 
try is never thrown nway. Show us a 
person who studies and cares for his 
birds, and we will warrant he will be 
successful. We consider galvanized iron 
dishes for drinking vessels the best. 
They do not break nor rust, can be 
cleaned with hot water and will last 
for years. They should be kept in a 
shady, dry place, rinsed every day and 
scalded every week.-—Epitomist. 


For Pigeon*. 


A good plan for a double pigeon 


house is shown in the illustration. This 
house may be built any size desired, 
.according to the number of birds to be 
kept, but it is not advisable to have the 
rooms larger than 14 by 16 feet each. 


WILL ACCOMMODATE OXE HTJNDISED PAIIiS 
This house has the double pitched roof, 
which may be covered with .shingles or 
tarred paper as may be preferred. Sucb 
a house will be found very cheerful and 
roomy for the birds to breed in, besides 
presenting a very ornamental appear 
ance. Each half will furnish room for 
fifty pairs of pigeons.—Feather. 


Old Laying- Stock. 


We have between 200 and 300 hens 


that are live years old and over which 
we expected to sell lost winter, says 
Mapcs, the lien Man, in Rural Xew 
Yorker. They began to lay, however, 
before satisfactory market was found, 
so we decided to wait until after their 
"spring work" was done. I have watch- 
ed-them carefully all the season and 
have failed to detect any noticeable 
difference between the egg yield of 
those hens and of the younger hens. 
They have performed their full quota 
of work at the nests and arc still do- 
ing so. It looks as though their period 
of usefulness is not yet passed. This is 
not theory, but practice. One of them 
began to molt very early. On Aug. S 
she was'nearly naked, and-her comb 
was dull nnd small. She was then 
placed in a coop beside White Bctty'.s 
and fed three ounces a day from the 
same mixture, wet with cold water and 
nothing else. By Sept. 0 she had grown 
a perfect coat of glossy feathers and n 
large red comb, which would puzzle 
most people to have distinguished her 
from a young hen, as her cackle an- 
nounced that hor fall campaign had 
commenced. She weighed 3 pounds 8 
ounces Aug. S and 4 pounds S ounces 
Sept. 10. 


Green Food In "Winter. 


If you doubt the importance of green 


1 feed for fowls in winter, hand them a 
' sample and 
see the voracity with 
| which it is devoured. When in doubt 
' as to chicken feed, ask the hens about 


It. They know what they want and 
what they need. Everybody who raises 
fowls should make provision for some 
green stuff for th« winter. A little 
patch of winter grain, nlfalfn, rescue 
grass, turnips, beets, cabbage or any, 
root or vegetable that fowls will eat 
is good for them and will encourage 
hens to lay. 
liens have no alma- 


nac, and the only way they hnvo for 
distinguishing tho Reasons is by the 
sort of stuff they have to eat. Feed 
spring victuals and give physical com- 
fort, nnd you will have eggs to eat If1 
not to soil.—Farm nnd Poultry.

This is 
because especial atu-ntion ).s paid to 
their favorites and that more earnest 
effort i.s put into the deterujiuation to 
succ« cd. This sort of u hobby i> not so 
bad as the one which leads a breeder 
lj overlook tfeiivral characteristics in 
favor of some special-jioiiit. 


Ofu-mhnes we pride o«r>elves ujiou 


the almost perfect comb of a fowl and 
will retain such a bird as n breeder rv- 
jrardless of other serious defects which 
more than overbalance the advantage 
gained in comb. The comb, on Account 
of its prominence, is perhaps the point 
alx>ve all others which is apt to unduly 
Influence judgment. Pure white plum- 
age is often obtained at Ihe expense of 
color of legH, beak and eyes. <Iood color 
in the breast and back of Brown Leg- 
horn females is apt to become a hobbj 
with breeders of that variety. A fine 
wing on a Brahma is many times made 
to answer for serious defects in other 
sections. "Barred to the skin" and clear 
buff wings and tails are often obtained 
by sacrificing other important qualities. 
Overweight in some breeds is not only 
given too much Importance by many, 
but It is carried to harmful extremes. 
A well shaped back, tail or breast also 
makes us blind many times to serious 
defects in other sections. Color, taken 
as a whole, is too often overestimated 
and as a general proposition is given 
more consideration than shape. 


Perhaps the most noticeable exam- 


ples of this are found in Barred Rocks. 
Any old thing with barred plumage Is 
generally passed as a Barred Plymouth 
Rock, and some of the shapeless speci- 
mens seen at shows are u disgrace to 
the breed. Shape is of more importance 
than color. By shape we determine the 
breed itself, nnd by color we distiu- 
guish one variety of the breed from an- 
other. How many breeders of the solid 
colored Plymouth Rocks and Wyan- 
dottes have definitely fixed in their 
mind the difference In shape of the two 
breeds? 
Most everybody knows, of 


course, that the Wyaudotte is blockier 
built but-the term is not always thor- 
oughly understood in its application to 
all sections of the fowl. 


Remember that it requires shape as 


well as color to make a perfect bird 
and thut perfection in till sections in 
both color and shape is necessary. 
Don't build up one good feature at the 
expense of another. Better have a me- 
dium quality throughout than great ex- 
cellence in one or two sections and very 
poor quality in the others.—American 
Poultry Journal. 


A GROUP OF GIFTS.

Rock. If anything, she approaches the 
Wyandotte shape too much, although 
the position in which she stood when 
the photograph was taken undoubted!y 
makes her look too blocky.—American 
Agriculturist. 


Poultry Yards and Shrubbery. 


The best poultry yard for fowls that 


have not free range is the one with 
plenty of shrubbery in It and one in 
wjifch grass may be sown to allow the 
birds plenty of green stuff to eat. It is 
advisable to have two yards, nud while 
the birds are living in one sow some 
seed in the other. It is also a good plan 
to turn the soil in the yards, and the 
birds will get many worms and insects. 
If there are no trees or shrubs In the 
yards, it is very little trouble to plant 
a few there. The lions and little chicks 
especially will appreciate them on hot 
days. It is not a pleasant thing for a 
hen to be compelled to remain out in 
the broiling sun with a tlock of little? 
ones trying to keep cool. And then so 
many persons forgot to glw plenty of 
fresh water to their fowls In hot 
weather. -There is nothing that is more 
of a drawback to the health and com- 
fort of the birds than to be forgotten 
when tho days are so warm. They get 
run down, and their systems are In a 
condition to get nil tho diseases that 
arc going around.—Mirror and Farmer. 


Cooping Ilirdw For Shipment.

In order 
to get good results from your product 


ou must watch the markets and know 
f the honey crop is large or small. The 
best method is selling direct to con- 
sumers or if that is impossible to the 
grocery stores. If your goods are of 
.he better quality, mark with your 
lame and address. Name your apiary 
jr home, and you will find paying re- 
ults. Home market first, foreign mar- 
tet next, should be your maxim at all 
irncs, says an Orange Judd Farmer 
writer. 


Just as soon as your honey has been 


secured and the sections cleaned they 
should be put in the selling case, which 
may be either twelve, twenty-four or 
forty-eight pounds. Put in a dark 
oom free from mice, bees and insects. 
The cases should be of neat appear- 
ince and clean, with glass on one side. 
When it is desirable to keep honey a 
ength of time, it should be kept free 
from dampness and changes of tem- 
jerature. If water condenses on the 
surface of combs, the honey soon sours. 
For this reason honey should never be 
stored in cellars that are damp. It is 
better to keep it upstairs in a dry room.

ing of sheep raising, said that lambs 
should bring $1 a month. While all 
flocks do not bring that for lambs, 
yet I think there is no other stock on 
the tarrn that brings such good, honest 
money as a flock of sheep, kept even 
as the average farmer keeps them. It 
has been so in my long experience of 
sheep raising, especially since I have 
been grading up my flock of common 
sheep. The last few years I have kept 
only the best of my ewes, and last year 
I secured a pretty good Oxford Down 
ram. My ewes are mostly crosses of 
Shropshire and Southdowns and :.. > 
rinos. This year my lambs are good. 
I have turned off thirteen of the lambs 
to the butcher, and they brought me 
the neat little average of $4.58- a head. 
These lambs came the last of March 
and first of April, so I came very near 
to Mr. "Wing's standard. They had 
nothing but good pasture and their 
mothers' milk. So, taking it all around, 
I think ray lambs paid well for them- 
selves.—Cor. Ohio Farmer.

"Tel! me about the schools of for- 


jstry; are they not a modern fea- 
ure?" 


"In this, country, yes. 
The Old 


World leads; Germany notably, with 
her schools of forestry dating 
from 


820, and her magnificent forest pre- 
srves. The school at Corney.^aged 
'our years, is the oldest in the United 
tates. There is alsj one at Yale and 


another at Biltmore, N. C., on the 
^anderbilt estate. Pennsylvania has 
cquired more than 500,000 acres of 
and under a professional 
forester, 


and has projected a school, in which 
boys of fourteen years and upwards 
may take collegiate training 
while 


specializing in forestry. Other colleges 
have courses in forestry; 
the state 


agricultural college at Durham, the 
agricultural college at Lansing, Mich., 
and the Minnesota University at Min- 
neapolis. 


"Haw about Harvard'?" I asked. 
''Harvard, with her matchless ar- 


boretum , and famous 
director, Mr. 


Sargent, stands for tree culture, rath- 
er than for forestry.." 


"Just what is forestry, Mr. Ayres, 


I interpolated, "if not tree-culture?" 


"Forestry," said, he, " is tree-culture 


on a large scale; in order to secure 


useful product it aims primarily 


to obtain the

ci op of 
trees, 


•ommercially considered, from a giv- 
en area, precisely as scientific farm- 
ing seeks largest 
possible returns. 


Incidentally it also regards scen'ic 
and aesthetic values, especially in 
this state, "where the relations even 
shift in ths White Mountain region, 
and1 the aesthetic consideration out- 
ranks the economic.

An English View As to Its Decadence 


It is said that there is a reaction in 


the public tasta as regards comic 
songs. Music publishers have com- 
plained that there 
is no longer the 


ready demand for them which there 
was a few years back, when any ditty 
which could raise a laugh was cer- 
tain of a reasonably remunerative cir- 
culation. It may point to a growth of 
seriousness in the 
public mind; it 


may pclnt, and probably does, to a 
sense of boredom with the type of 
comic songs which have bec-cme popu- 
lar. Hitherto, the young 
man who 


has no voice and 
no knowledge of 


music, finding that he must do some- 
thing to contribute to the gayety of 
nations andi the conviviality of drawing 
room's, has fallen back 
either upon 


ccmic songs cr recitations. The lat- 
ter, requiring perhaps more art and 
study, soon cease to allure, and comic 
songs are left alone in the field. He 


oes. therefore, and purchases such 


songs as have attracted his attention 
at music halls cr other places, better 
or worse, and these he learns, hoping 
thereby to rival the wide, wide sea of 
he rollicking bass or the tender sen- 
timents of the popular 
tenor. For 


some years this young man has been 
the chief supporter of what we may 
call the comic song trade. 
But for 


him comic songs would not be pub- 
lished or purchased, since they are 
uot bought for the fun 
of reading 


them, for the exquisiteness of their 
music, or for the 
beauty 
of their 


verse. 


Before we came to a conjecture as 


to the occasion of the decadence of 
comic songs it will be well to glance 
at their history. Pricr to a century 
ago there were drinking songs and 
here and there folklore 
songs with 


rugged humor of their own. But the 
real comic song, with its humorous 
situations, 
its 
catchy 
refiain, its 


slang, and its boisterousness, is com- 
paratively modern. Srtep by step, with 
the growth of 
the 'music 
hall, the 


comic song grew in popular favor. 
The lion comique dressed up to the 
part; he shouted his lines so that no 
delicate touch of num»r might escape 
attention. He bad not many themes. 
The mcther-in-law has done him true 
and laudable service; in season and 
out cf season he has gibed at her, and 
so useful has she been that it seems 
quite reasonaole to expect the lion to 
love his mother-in-law in spite of his 
declarations. The coming-hoime-drunk 
is his second theme. It is wot very 
pretty, nor is it very humorous in it- 
self, but it is useful. It shows what a 
gentle person the liou comique's wife 
is; it shows what excellent persons 
his "pals" are. The 
comic 
so>ng al- 


ways views virtue and vice from 
a. 


standpoint of its 
own. Lunacy is a 


matter for jest, while so mild a vice 
as flirtation, especially if that person, 
his wife, happens to interrupt it, is 
an opportunity for at least one verse. 
The treatment may vary. The comique 
may be lion or licwass. 
The refrain 


may be tinkling cymbal 
or souding 


jrass—but the comic song is the same 
always.—London Globe.

Of the pre?e!it day 
practitioners,

been developed by the Paris police: 


First, it is certain that I'aris by 


uijiht is at the present moment full of 
danger to the pedestrian as to the 
wu&eholder. For example, one night 
recently fifty-one burglarious entries 
and fifty-four street holdups and gar- 
rotinps made a record that drew edito- 
rials from half the dally papers. ''Night 
bangers of I'aris," "The Insecurity of 
I'aris and the Suburbs" and "I'aris and 
the Htrnn^iers" have become stock 
headlines, reappearing day after day in 
the press over long lists of aggressions. 


Second, It is clear that their authors 


fall into two very different categories. 
These are the caught, who turn out 
regularly to be independent weaklings 
—one might almost say amateurs—and 
the uncaught, who are known only 
by their works. These, from the mys- 
teriously neat way in which they are 
executed, indicate that some new man- 
ter mind like that of Pere Francois has 
set to work directing a dozen or more 
well orgiiniy.ed cliques of old fashioned 
stranglers. 


These latter must not a moment be 


confounded with the burglarious and 
street fighting Rangs of toughs who, un- 
der the namf! of "Apaches," have been 
terrifying certain streets of the capital 
for a year back. The true stranglers 
glide In the dark corners of shaded 
avenue*--, by preference in the rich sec- 
tion of the city. They seek not to kill, 
but only to rob, their victims.

FOWL KILLING. 


How *o Handle Chickens, Turkey*, 


I)ucUK auil (H-use. 


Farmers seldom have any difficulty 


iu killing their birds painlessly, but 
amateurs sometimes find the operation 
a diilicult matter. An ignorant opera- 
tor may unintentionally be miilty of 
cruelty. An attempt to wring' the neck 
has been known to end in the head of 
the bird beim? twisted round 
and 


round, the result being that it comes to 
lll'e afrain, .says A. V. M"crsch. the 
poultry man, who gives the following 
Instruction for proper killing in New 
England Homestead: 


"VVriiiMliijr the Neck. 


Wringing the neck is one of the most 


painless ways of killing a fowl, and 
with care this should not be diltieult. 
The fowl must bo held (irmly by the 
legs with tho left hand, while the head 
is grasped with the right hand, with 
the thumb and lingers round the 
throat. Tho bird is then placed across 
the knees, brestBt downward, with the 
neck held over the right knoe. 
Tho 


nock is then quickly and firmly ex- 
tended and the head bent back hiulden- 
ly with Home force. By this means the 
neck should be dinlocated just below 
the junction with the head.

huir.rnio vay of killini; is to hold the 
fowl by the less with tin; head hang- 
ing down and strike a sharp blovr with 
a thick stick across the back of the 
bend. 
A simple nnd effectual method 


Is to hold the fowl firmly by Ihe neck

airo, and th'.- marked improvements in 
type and useful (jualities need no mi- 
croscope to discover the profitable re- 
sults that have accrued from intelli- 
gent methods so applied as to produce 
fowls that are not wanting in beauty 
or utility excellence of a high standard. 


The improvements have boon made 


by careful selection of a type that 
would produce the desired product. 
Every one versed in stock raising read- 
ily admits that there i< a certain form 
of cow that readily indicates her supe- 
rior qualities for tho production of milk, 
while the beef form is so dissimilar that, 
once having seen these- two types of the 
dairy and beef animal, no man, though 
he be a wayfaring fool, can fail to rec- 
ognize a difference in the forms of the 
two. This is as true in fowls as in 
cows. The hen that is deep astern, has 
a keen eye. large comb, is active and 
nh-rl without being too hawkish in ap- 
pearance is the lion that will cat, digest 
and assimilate her food and will lay 
double the number of eggs that her 
opposite of type will. 


That all reliable prop-ess that has 


been made in poultry culture has been 
by the fancier is but conceding that 
which is just and true. Each step of 
progress has been made by having es- 
tablished an ideal for each variety of 
fowls and then striving to attain it. 
Every thoughtful man or woman who 
owns pure bred fowls is apt to be 
seized with the ambition (a very com- 
mendable ambition it is, too) to have 
as many nice specimens of the breed 
they own and us few poor ones as can 
be found at the yard of any other 
breeder, for there is often a great dif- 
ference in individual birds of the same 
flock. It ie because poultry raisers are 
possessed of a spirit that aims to excel 
that the desirable characteristics, of 
the various breeds have become so 
fixed aud thy percentage of excellence 
as defined by the standard has been so 
universally increased by them.—Alvio 
Call Pickering in National Poultry 
Journal.

Guineaa. 


As to the practical utility of these 


beautiful domestic birds it seems that 
they are rejected on tho majority of 
our farms, and it is on only an occa- 
sional farm that they are found. If 
you inquire why guineas are not raised 
on the farm, almost the universal reply 
is that their noise is so objectionable, 
and yet it is urged by guinea raisers 
that their noise is a benefit in the way 
of keeping away hawks. While I can- 
not say whether they are of much use 
for this, they are not so noisy as many 
people think. We have not lost many 
chickens from the 
depredations of 


hawks since we have kept guineas. 
Hawks occasionally carry away a 
chicken, however. One thing I have 
noticed is that the guineas are the bus- 
Jest bug catchers on the farm, and they 
are of great advantage in this way. 
They will destroy insects that chickens 
will not cat. They are excellent egg 
producers in the summer, as a guinea, 
hen will lay an egg each da3~ during 
the season if kept from sitting. While 
the eggs are not as large as hens' eggs, 
they are of excellent quality. There 
are two distinct breeds of guineas, the 
white and the pearl. They are both 
about the same size and about the 
same in habits. The whi.te guineas are 
much tamer than the pearls, and they 
are not so noisy. The white guineas 
are quito as good bug catchers and as 
itood producers of eggs as the pearls. 
They are preferable to the pearl guin- 
eas on account of their tamer nature, 
and they are not so likely to leave the 
nest when eggs are taken out. I think 
that when poultry raisers get better 
acquainted with these birds they will 
increase in popularity.—A. J. Legg iu 
National Stockman. 


Worm Versus Cold Hoiases. 


An experiment station has been test- 


ing tho difference in the egg production 
in winter of hens in warm houses and 
those in cold houses. The houses were 
exactly alike, built of matched boards, 
with single roof, but one was sheathed 
on the inside and covered with paper. 
In each were placed twelve pullets, the 
flocks being as much alike as could be 
selected, and they were fed alike, hav- 
ing a morniug mash of cornmeal, mid- 
dlings and ground oats and at night 
whole grain scattered in the litter. 
Fresh water, grit and bone and granu- 
lated bone wore placed where they 
could always get them as they wished. 
The test be^rm Nov. 24 and was con- 
tinued five months and resulted ns fol- 
lows: Warm house, first month 87 
eggs, second 130 eggs, third 138 eggs, 
fourth 120 eggs, fifth 154 eggs; cold 
house, first month 39 eggs, second 10G 
eggs, third 103 eggs, fourth 124 eggs, 
fifth 11-1 eggs; totals, warm house 029 
ogg.s, cold house 400 eggs, a gain of 
L';;1, eggs. Eleven dozen eggs increasu 
at winter prices would well repay the 
cost, of sheathing and papering a house 
large enough for twelve hens. 


A Winter Fountain. 


The water dish is an important factor 


when fowls are shut up in the house. 
It must be high enough so that tho lit- 
ter cannot be scratched in or it will be 
a source of disease. A gallon tin pail 
hung on a hook, with a block near by 
for the smaller chirks to stand on, does 
very \voll in place of fountain and can 
be frequently scrubbed with boiling 
water and carbolic acid so no germs of 
disease will propagate therein.

Th?y can be picked 
about once a month as a rule, though 
sonio s-:-a<»:!!S our duv!;s in.-uie us wait 
six w<i-ks for their s'-iath-vs to mature. 


First drive I lit- <lu<-l;s into a small 


pe:i or house where they can be easily 
caught. About the handiest article to 
have around is a lively boy who can 
bring you a fresh duck and carry off 
your pickc-d one as fast as necessary. 
Then settle yourself in a corner of the 
henhouse where the wind does not 
blow, with a big apron, a chair and a 
£ood sized box or keg for your feathers 
at your right and a smaller one for 
yonr down if you kevp them separate. 
Now you are ready for your ducks, if 
they are ready for you. To ascertain 
that pull out a few of the small feaih- 
ers from different parts of the body. 
If the end of the stem is tine pointed 
and hard, with no liquid matter oozing 
out. the feathers are "ripe" aud will 
soon fall out of their own accord, but 
if the enu is filled with a colorless or 
bloody matter the ducks may go in 
peace for another week or two. 


When the duck is ready, lay it across 


your lap, tuck its head under your left 
arm, holding it firmly with your elbow, 
and grasp both feet in your left hand. 
If your duck is a goose, you had better 
draw a stocking over its head and neck 
—that is. if you have any feeling in 
your arms and side. Take only a few 
feathers at a time and give a quick 
jerk upward toward the head, except 
that around the tail the feathers may 
pull handier the other way. Be careful 
if your duck is young that you do not 
tear the skin. After picking the breast 
turn it on its back; then turn it end for 
end and, holding its neck in your band 
and its feet under youc arm. pick its 
shoulders and neck. All the small feath- 
ers on the breast and legs, around the 
tail, part way up the back and on the 
shoulders and neck may be picked. Un- 
der the wings are some downy feathers, 
but there is also a clump of longer ones 
which must not be touched. There are 
also other long, coarse feathers on the 
•wings, middle of the back, sides and 
tail which should never be picked. 


These directions apply to geese as 


well as to ducks, except that geese are 
larger and more powerful and require a 
stronger hand. 


In very cold weather we do not pick 


the down, or at most only part. It seems 
too cruel. Sometimes there seem to be 
two layers, the new down coming in be- 
fore the old drops out. In that case we 
pick only the old. 


But if you want to dress a duck to 


oat or for market then is where the fun 
begins. I have knoirn a woman to 
spend four or five hours on one duck. 
Take your duck, if possible, just as the 
feathers are getting ripe, before the pin- 
feathers start. Have everything ail 
ready for the picking. As soon as it is 
killed, while still warm and bleeding, 
hang it up by the feet over a pail or lay 
it across the lap, holding the neck firm- 
ly against a box or solid object: then 
quickly strip off the bulk of the feath- 
ers and down. Then, commencing again 
with one leg and then the other and 
then the body, p^ck it the second time, 
but this time pick it absolutely clean 
as you go, grasping a very small 
amount of feathers nnd down at a time 
aud catching them very close to the 
skin in such a way as to almost rub 
them off at the same time that you pull 
them. If not finished before the body 
gets cold, the remaining portion can be 
scalded as one would scald a chicken, 
but if scalded at the beginning the 
thick down will prevent the hot water 
from reaching the skin.

tight roofs, in which shallow boxes fit, 
with air spaces between. The onioiia 
remain in tbe sheds in the field where 
they grow until perfectly cured. 


Winter Car*. 


During winter onions keep best In a 


dry cellar where there is a good circu- 
lation of air aud where the tempera- 
ture can be kept only a few degrees 
above freezing. It is almost useless to 
attempt to keep the white sorts all win- 
ter, most of them being suitable only 
for early use, the red and yellow vari- 
eties being more hardy and less liable 
to rot 
"When it is impossible to keep 


the onions at the proper temperature 
in a cellar or pit, some growers freezo 
them, oaring them so protected that 
they feel little change Jn temperature, 
and once frozen they remain so all 
winter. A tight bin is built in some 
outbuilding, a layer of chaff or saw- 
dust a foot deep is placed in the bot- 
tom, and as the layers of onions are 
put in more chaff, is added, and care ia 
exercised to keep a layer of it between 
the onions and the sides of the bin. 
When the onions are all in, a very 
heavy layer is placed over the top. 
They will freeze in a cold climate, but 
will not freeze and thaw, which is the 
only way in which freezing hu~ts them. 
When wanted for use or sale, they can 
be thawed out gradually and will be as 
sound as when first pulled. The last 
of them will probably be disposed of 
by February, so there will be no dan- 
ger of their thawing too rapidly when 
the weather becomes warm. 


Sorting In Early Winter. 


It is a good plan to sort onions when 


storing them in early winter to save 
handling them so much later. 
The 


small ones can be sold for pickles, 
bringing a much better price than the 
larger ones. Part of the small ones 
should be kept over to plant in the 
spring to grow large onions for sum- 
mer use and to provide early, green 
onions.

Official FigmreB For the Considera- 


tion of Producer and Connunier. 
The preliminary estimate of the avei- 


age yield per acre of coin, according to 
the government's report, is 26.S bush- 
els as compared with an average yield 
of 1G.7 bushels in 1901. 
The general 


average as to quality is 80.7 per cent 
as compared with 73.7 per cent last 
year. It is estimated that about 1.9 
per cent of the corn crop of 1901 was 
still in the hands of farmers on Nov. 1, 
1902, as compared with 4.5 per cent of 
the crop of 1900 in farmers' hands on 
Nov. 1, 1901. 


Of the seven states having 20,000 


acres or upward under buckwheat, in- 
cluding New York and Pennsylvania, 
which together contain about three- 
fourths of the entire buckwheat acre- 
age of the country, five report a yield 
per acre in excess of their respective 
ten year averages. 


Of the states having 100,000 acres or 


upward in potatoes all except New 
York and Michigan report a yield per 
acre considerably above their ten year 
averages. The average as to quality 
is.00.4 per cent as compared with ISA 
per cent in November, 1901, and 88.1 
per cent in November, 1900. 


Of the eleven principal sweet potato 


producing states, six, including'=x5eor- 
gia and South Carolina, report average 
yields per acre of sweet potatoes in 
excess of their ten year averages, and 
five, including North Carolina and Ala- 
bama, report yields below such aver- 
ages. 


The estimated production of sugar 


cane in percentages of a full crop is 
as follows: North Carolina and Texas, 
85; Georgia. 84; Louisiana, 82; South 
Carolina, 76; Florida, 75; Mississippi, 
71; Alabama, 07. 


The estimated average yield per acre 


of rough rice in bushels is as follows: 
Louisiana, 25.5; North Carolina,- 31.6;
